speech delivered shortly before his election to the of- 
fice of president of the Southern Hardware Jobbers’ 
Association. 


Mr. Donnan admitted that President Finley, in the 
series of addresses which he has delivered in the South 
during the past six months, has been making out the 
strongest possible case for the Southern Railway Com- 
pany, but said, quoting from the Atlanta Constitution : 
“What we had most hoped for was that President Fin 
ley would take the people into his confidence and tel! 
them why certain things are as they are, and what it 
was proposed to do to remedy them in the interests of 
a better public service. President Finley pleads for 
consideration for the railroads, on the part of the peo- 
ple; we are pleading for consideration for the people, 
on the part of the railroads.” 

Mr. Donnan called attention to President Finley’s 
statement that the railroads must cultivate the good- 
will and co-operation of the public in order to suppl) 
the present needs of the South for better and more ex 
tensive transportation facilities. The plea of the rail- 
roads to be left alone by the public to make their im- 
provements at such a time and in such a manner as 
they see fit, was answered by the statement that the 
railroads should remember that the public does not 
wish to oppose railroad improvements and that it is as 
vitally interested in the growth of this country asare 
the railroads, and possibly far more so, as the amount 
of capital invested in the mercantile and manufactur- 
ing interests of America far exceeds that invested in 
railroads, and it is only because the public has been so 
outraged by the shameful treatment which it has re- 
ceived that it has risen in its might'to demand the jus 
tice which is its due. 

In the course of his address Mr. Donnan gave a 
number of specific instances in which unbearable de 
lays in the transportation of goods have occurred. One 
large merchant in Portland, Maine, wrote to him: “It 
takes three weeks for goods to reach here from Con- 
necticut towns between 200 and 300 miles dictant.” 

A Boston, “Tt 
fourteen days to bring solid carloads from Pittsburgh 


Massachusetts, man wrote: takes 
to Boston, a distance of 600 miles, and three days from 
Providence to Boston, a distance of fifty miles.” 

A large West Virginia firm wrote that on Sept. 
29 they shipped a solid carload to Chicago. The rec- 
ords show that the goods arrived at Toledo the very 
next day, but were held for nearly a month by the 
Lake Shore and Toledo & Ohio Central roads, owing 
to a disagreement between the two as to which road 
was responsible for the damaged condition of the car. 
The car left in perfect order, and they hold that the 
two roads had no right whatever to make the con- 
signees suffer in this matter. They were innocent par 
ties to the transaction, and yet were made to suffer 
heavily because of the desire of each road to saddle 
the responsibility of the damaged car on the other. 

Only within the last few months a leading lumber 


merchant of 2 Southern city made the statement that 


he had sixty carloads of lumber in transit, and that he 
could not locate any one of them, and were it not for 
his good credit, he would be broke. 


“But, to get closer home,” said Mr. Donnan, “my 


















own house had a shipment which left Louisville, Ky., 
on March 6, via the Southern, reaching Richmond, 
April 19, taking forty-four days to make a distance of 
about 650 miles, or at the rate of about fifteen miles 
per day.” 

In view of such conditions Mr. Donnan was of the 
opinion—and the hardware men to whom he expressed 
his views seemed to agree with him—that it is time to 
urge more consideration for the shipper and the mer- 
chant in the handling of freight by the railroads. Those 
who have suffered from the delays in transportation 
have for years Been conservative, moderate and defer- 
ential in their attitude towards the roads—far more so 
than they would think of being to anyone else with 
whom they have business transactions. The results 
of such an exhibition of conservatism and patience in 
dealing with the railroads, said Mr. Donnan, have been 
nil. Nothing but broken promises had resulted; in 
fact, wholesale and retail merchants were compelled 
to endure from the railroads unjust treatment which 
they would not endure for a single day from their best 
friends or from any man or set of men on earth ex- 
cept the railroads of the United States. 


Recent efforts of the hardware jobbers of the South 
and of the American Hardware Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation to secure redress from the railroads were re- 
called by Mr. Donnan as follows: 

At its meeting at Virginia Hot Springs in June, 
1906, the Southern Hardware Jobbers’ Association 
passed the following resolution: 

“That this association pledges itself to advocate and for- 
ward, by all lawful means within its power, the enactment 
by the congress of the United States of an act to empower 
the interstate commerce commission to issue a rule to all 
railroads requiring a time limit on all interstate shipments 
conforming to length of haul and with a percentage of dis- 
count on freight bill, payable to consignee, for each twenty- 
four hours’ delay beyond the daily movement prescribed by 
the commission.” 

The American Hardware Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion, at the same place, passed the following resolu- 
tion: 

“Resolved, That we favor transportation rate legislation 
by the United States Congress; that this legislation shall re- 
quire transportation companies to make reasonable rates for 
reasonable service, and that unreasonably slow service shall 
be paid for at proportionately lower rates.” 

Since that time, similar resolutions have been passed 
by the national associations of the following retail 
trades: Hardware, dry goods, druggists, shoe dealers 
and many others, whose shipments aggregate a large 
percentage of the tonnage of this country. In fact, 
one of the associations named gave to the railroads of 
this country last year $420,000,000 in first and third 
class freights. 

The railroads may be pleased to term these resolu- 
tions drastic, but, said Mr. Donnan, there are certain 
«<ases which need heroic treatment. 

There seems little room for doubt, after observing 
and studying both sides of the railroad question, as 
presented by President Finley for the railroads and 
President Donnan for the hardware trade, that there 
must be a certain amount of public consideration for 
the railroads, as Mr. Finley suggests, in order that 
they may be enabled to secure the money needed for 
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development and betterments, but on the other hand 
there must be consideration on the part of the railroads 
of the vast mercantile interests involved and a deter- 
mination to give improved service commensurate with 
the growth of the country’s business. 

As Mr. Donnan said in his able address at Rich- 
mond, “Of one thing we may be sure, that the traffic 
of this country will continue to increase as the years 
go by, and if the public is to be served as it should be 
our railroads must, of necessity, be far better equipped 
for business than they are at present.” 








WHEN ASKED by an interviewer recently what 
would prevent the directors of the United States Steel 
Corporation from speculating in the 
Plain common stock before the news was an- 
Every-Day . ; 
Honesty. nounced, should it be decided to resume 
the payment of dividends on that stock, 
Mr. Elbert H. Gary, chairman of the board, said: 
“Plain, every day honesty. I am obliged to you for ask- 
ing that question. It affords me the opportunity of making 
public some things which ought to be known. In the first 
place, we believe in publicity. Shareholders may always get 
the facts if they come here. At the end of every quarter we 
prepare a statement fully covering the business which has 
been done. I write it, in this very room, and never before 
the morning of the day when the directors are to meet. After 
it has been read to the directors, it is held until the stock 
exchange is closed. Then it is sent to the newspapers. 


“But, let me give a direct answer to your question. Un- 
doubtedly a few men, and you can name them over on the 
fingers of one hand, could informally agree to begin paying 
dividends on our common shares. In a meeting’ of the direc- 
tors they would be listened to and their recommendation un- 
questionably would be followed. That these several men 
might in advance decide upon a dividend is a possibility. That 
they would go into the market and use their knowledge for 
personal profit, however, is an inconceivable conspiracy against 
the stockholders of the corporation and the general public. If 
any one of them should speculate in steel shares, knowing 
what the directors were likely to do, he would be ostracized 
by the rest and there would be serious troubles within the 
management.” 

[t is almost impossible tO realize how much depends 
in the business world upon the plain, every-day hon- 
esty to which Judge Gary refers. It is the basis of 
business in all civilized countries. A reputation for 
absolute probity is the business man’s best asset. The 
man who trifles with his business reputation incurs a 
serious danger and the trusted director of business 
interests, large or small, who would venture to take 
a pergonal or private advantage of the knowledge 
coming to him in connection with his trust as a direc- 
tor would be playing with edged tools of a decidedly 
lethal character. 

The plain, every-day honesty of the individual is 
the safeguard which protects the greatest corporate 
interests as well as those of the smallest con- 
cern and it is a virtue happily possessed by the vast 
majority of American business men both inside and 
outside of corporation offices: Were it not so the 
business world would be in a decidedly bad way, but 
there is no cause for despondency or fear in this re- 
gard. Plain, old-fashioned, every-day honesty is for- 
tunately the rule and not the exception, and it will 
never go out of fashion. 
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RANDOM NOTES AND SKETCHES.

From a trade paper published in London | cull some 
thoughts as to the means of securing success in life 
which were somewhat strangely printed under the 
heading, “Origin of Originality.” This heading may 
have been placed over these ideas by mistake, but the 
thoughts themselves were valuable and well worth re- 
production. 

As the first requisite to success in any line of work 
the London writer said: “Be in love with your work,” 
and there can ‘be no question about the value of this 
advice. He then urged the concentration of time and 
thought upon one’s daily business and the use of con- 
tinuously aggressive methods. To take one’s work 
seriously and bring to it all the brain power, and en- 
ergy of which one is possessed is certainly a good idea. 
The masterpieces of human labor, mental and manual, 
have only been accomplished by such concentration ; 
by a continual reaching out after something new, bet- 
ter methods and more artistic or more useful results. 

Our writer then asserted that one of the essentials 
to the highest success is to “know everything about 
something and something about everything.” There is 
no question that a large fund of general information 
is helpful in any position in life. The knowing every- 
thing about something is often requisite to success. It 
is the expert who commands the highest price and has 
the greatest chance of ultimate success. 

Then the London writer goes on to say that the can- 
didate for success should have “an eve, an ear and a 
hand every ready to catch anything of value.”’ Here 
is another piece of advice of decided value. We can 
always learn from others if we are ready at all times 
to acquire such information. The observant eye, the 
open ear and the willing hand are valuable desiderata 
and can be made to help their possessors reap a rich 
harvest. 

The transformation of useful forces in other fields 
for your own use was strongly urged by our London 
friend and is a suggestion akin to the previous one as 
an aid to success, but in the last of the half-dozen ideas 
set forth I find perhaps the most important suggestion 
of all. It was as follows: “Place all other subjects in 
a secondary position to the one thing you are trying 
to succeed in.” In other words “Ever keep your goal 
in sight and bend every possible effort to attain it.” 

I do not believe there is a single employer of labor 
in the United States who would not call these rules 
truly goldén rules, for the employe who conscientiously 
observes them in his efforts to secure his own success 
will surely contribute vastly more than any mere per- 
functory time-server to the best interests of -his em- 
ployer,

I am frequently asked to suggest to friends in the 
‘something new” in the way of de- 


hardware trade 
vices to attract the public eye. Every hardware mer- 
chant, probably, has felt himself handicapped some 
time or other by a paucity of ideas of an original char- 
acter to use in advertising his store—and every re- 
tailer in every other trade has experienced the same 
feeling. 

Generally speaking I think experience shows there 
is nothing so attractive in a window display as some 
sort of motion. The motion may be mechanical or it 
may be furnished by a live demonstrator. Wherever 
there is an electric current in the store the hardware 
merchant can easily rig. up a mechanical contrivance 
and run it with a small inexpensive motor to catch the 
eye of the passer-by and attract his attention to the 
goods displayed in the window. The exhibition of a 
process of manufacturing is especially interesting. A 
tinsmith can show the raw material—sheet metal—the 
tools of his trade, and the finished product in the form 
of a piece of tinware with cards suitably inscribed to 
inform the public of the object of the display. A 
hand-written letter pasted on a window often proves 
an irresistible attraction, and there are innumerable 
other suggestions to be made. I shall be glad to hear 
from any friends in the trade who have recently dis- 
covered something truly unique, and will cheerfully 
pass on such suggestions for the benefit of others.

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TO REMOVE PAINT FROM IRON TANK. 


To remove paint from an iron tank, take lime and 
mix with common lye into a thick paste by the addi- 
tion of water, says the Engineering Review, and apply 
over the surface of the metal with a mason’s trowel 
to a thickness of about % in. After allowing the mix- 
ture to remain a short time, wash off with a hose and 
most of the old paint will be entirely removed, the re- 
mainder being easily scraped off with a scraper. If 
the tank contains several coats of dried paint, two or 
three applications wi!l be necessary before the entire 
surface is clean.

' The second prize of $75 in the window display 
competition just conducted by the Pritchard-Strong 
Company, 25 Circle street, Rochester, N. Y., manu- 
facturer of “Prisco’’ lanterns, etc., was won by the 
Rudge & Guenzel Company of Lincoln, Neb. The 
window is described as follows: 

This photograph illustrated the display of Prisco 
lanterns made in the Eleventh street window of the Rudge 
& Guenzel Company, Lincoln, Neb., by Mr. J. Roy Frank, 
one of their salesmen. 

The size of the window is 9 feet in depth and 16 feet 
long, the window being a closed one 7% feet high at the 
back and to feet high at the front. 

In the center of the window in the background sat 
“Uncle Obadiah,” holding a No. 415 nickel plated lantern. 
On either side were pedestals each having two steps, the 
rear one 2 feet 6 inches high and the front one to inches 
high. In either corner at the back were pedestals, each of 
two steps, the rear step being 3 feet 7 inches high, the front 
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the back of the window: “The Prisco has no _ equal.” 


“The Prisco combines all good points.” “Lanterns from 
60 cents to $3.50.” “The Prisco a par excellence of lantern 
luxury,” “The Prisco nickel plated the best ever.” 

Against the background between the corner and center 
pedestal were these signs: “The, oxidized plate a durable 
finish.” “A Prisco copper lantern never rusts.” 

On the corner pedestals were these two cards: “A Prisco 
cold blast lantern the best on earth.” “The Prisco never blows 
out.” 

At the base of the two center pedestals the following 
signs: “The Prisco the best lantern for good light.” 
“Buy a Prisco and be happy.” 

Price cards were used in the window with good effect, 
at least two lanterns of every different pattern being plainly 
marked. 

The display attracted a great deal of attention and 
occupied the window from April 2 to April 11, 1907, and 
was advertised in the State Journal, the Evening News and 
the Daily Star. 

An expert criticism of this window was as follows: 
“It seems to answer all the requirements of a trade-

one 10 inches high. At either end of the window extending 
along the sides from the front were two pedestals 10 inches 
high and 3 feet long. Directly in front of the two main 
pedestals on either side of the center of the window were 
nickel plated pedestals about 3 feet high with arms from which 
were suspended different styles of: Prisco lanterns. In 
the front of the window was an empty paste board carton, 
such as the No. 415 comes in. One of these containers also 
stood upon the center of each of the two side pedestals with 
a lantern standing on the top of the same. There were four 
bracket shelves 5 feet from the floor, one located at the cen- 
ter of either side of the window, the other two at the back 
directly over the two main center pedestals. The back of 
the window end the pedestals were all draped in green plush 
with a nat fringe festooned aldng the top. Upon all of these 
pedestals and upon the wall brackets, as well: as upon the 
floor of the windows, were displayed different styles of 
Prisco lanterns, the following numbers being used: 400, 
104, 403, 100, 410 C. L., 415 nickel plated and 450 oxidized.

NEW HOT-AIR REGISTER. 


Christian E. A. Gronbech of New York city has 
been awarded a patent, No. 862,071, on a new hot-air 
register, the official sketch of which is reproduced 
herewith. The patent has been assigned by Mr. Gron- 
bech to the Tuttle & Bailey Mfg. Co. of Brooklyn, 
N. Y. 

A number of claims are allowed in connection with 
this register, the first six of which are as foliows: 

1. In @ register of the class described, a box, damper- 


retaining brackets seated in opposite ends of the box, a 
grill-plete and a sustaining bar therefor seated on the 
brackets. 

2. In a register of the class described, a box, a grill- 
plate, damper-retaining brackets in opposite ends of the box, 
and sustaining bars for the griil-plate having their ends seated 
in said brackets. 

3. In a register of the class described, 2 box, a grill- 





plate, damper-retaining brackets in opposite ends of the box 
having open sided bearings, and bars having their ends seated 
in said bearings and supporting the central portion of the 
grill-plate. 

4. Ina register of the class described, a box having its 
ends formed with inner and outer lengthwise flanges, brackets 
secured between and engaging said flanges, a grill-plate, and 
bars across the outer side of the box and back of the grill- 
plate and having their ends seated on said brackets. 

5. Ina register of the character described, a box having 
the inner and outer edges of its ends formed with inturned 
flanges, brackets in the ends of the box wholly between and 
retained by said flanges, nuts securing the brackets to the 
adjacent ends of the box, and 2 grill-plate secured to the 
nuts. j 

6. In a register of the character described, a_ box, 
damper-blades pivoted in the bottom of the box, a damper- 
retaining bracket in one end of the box, a tie piece connect- 
ing the bracket to the adjacent end of: the box, and a grill- 
plete secured to said tie-piece.

FIRST PRINCIPLES OF DRYING. 


A substance becomes dry by evaporation of its inher- 
ent moisture into the surrounding space. If this space 
be confined it soon becomes saturated and the process 
stops. Hence, constant change is necessary in order 
that the moisture given off may be continually carried 
away. 

In practice, air movement is therefore absolutely es- 
sential to the process of drying. Hence the necessity 
of forced circulation by means of a fan, when positive 
and equable results are desired. Heat is merely a use- 
ful accessory to decrease the time of drying by increas- 
ing both the rate of evaporation and the absorbing 
power of the surrounding space. 

It makes no difference whether this space is a 
vacuum or filled with air; under either condition it will 
take up a stated weight of vapor. From this it appears 
that the vapor molecules find sufficient space between 
the molecules of air. But the converse is not true, for 
somewhat less air will be contained in a given space 
saturated with vapor than in one devoid of moisture. 
In other words, the air does not seem to find sufficient 
space between the molecules of vapor. If the temper- 
ature of the space be increased, opportunity will there 
by be provided for the vaporization of more water, but 
if it be decreased its capacity for moisture will be re 
duced, and visible water will be deposited. The tem- 
perature at which this takes place is known as _ the 
“dew-point,” and depends upon the initial degree of 
saturation of the given space; the less the relative sat 
uration the lower the dew-point. 

The capacity of air for absorption, or more proper] 
speaking, the amount of vapor which a given space will 
contain, increases rapidly with the temperature. It is 
principally for this reason that heat is such a valuable 
accessory to the drying process. Upon these principles 
has been developed the blower tvpe of kiln in which all 
the heating surface is massed in connection with the 
fan which forces the warm air into contact with the 
material to be dried.—Dixon’s Graphite.

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Trade Report. 


HARDWARE. 

The hardware market is still characterized by the 
dullness consequent on the summer season, but the 
outlook is very bright. Manufacturers continue busy 
to such an extent that they find themselves unable to 
accumulate stocks. An early resumption of active 
business in the fall is predicted. Prices are a little 
easier on some lots, owing to the better deliveries that 
‘can now be secured and a decline of metal prices, es- 
pecially in copper and iron. The break in copper metal 
was followed very quickly by lower quotations for 
copper hollow ware. Some leading manufacturers re- 
duced prices 5 per cent or more. The feeling in the 
trade is.one of confidence that prices will not go much 
lower, if at all lower, and early orders for fall delivery 
are being placed freely. 

Demand for wire nails has shown a slight recession 
during the past week, and although mills are still busy 
on old contracts, the volume of new business has not 
been heavy. There is almost no talk now of premiums 
for immediate shipment. 

For some time there was a better-demand for cut 
nails, owing to the anticipated advance, which was 
made by the Cut Nail Association for five cents a keg 
on wrought iron nails. It is reported that the business 
placed during the first three days of last week was 
heavier than at any corresponding period during the 
past five years. 

New business in both barb and smooth wire con- 
tinues light, but mills are still rushed to capacity mak- 
ing shipments on old contracts. 

The price of sheet zinc has again been reduced 25 
cents per 100 pounds and the base price is now $8.10. 

Leading manufacturers of shot announce a reduc- 
tion in prices of 5 cents a bag. 





TIN PLATE. 

The situation of the tin plate industry seems to be 
the same as that of allied trades in the iron business. 
Mills are working full on old orders, but there is a 
decided falling off in new orders. 

Prices for tinplates continue unchanged. None of 
the mills seem able to take on new orders for delivery 
before 60 days.

There is a considerable amount of new business 
being offered in both iron and steel bars, especially the 
latter. Prices on both are firm, Chicago quotations 
being $1.78 for steel bars, with half extras; $1.78 for 
iron bars; soft steel angles and shapes, $1.88, half ex- 
tras. 


PIG IRON. 

A slight increase in the inquiry for pig iron has been 
noted during the week, but it is doubted if any great 
quantity of iron changed hands, this being the quietest 
part of the summer season. Prices are off about $1 a 
ton in the Chicago market, quotations generally being 
lower. Consumers seem to be keeping in close touch 
with the situation, but appear to be holding off before 
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closing their orders, in anticipation of a decided turn 
in the market. It is hardly, however, to be expected 
that the weakness of pig iron prices in Chicago will 
continue, as iron is still scarce north and south and the 
demand for all grades is expected to be greater this 
year than ever before. Spot and third quarter iron is 
still maintained at $22 to $22.50 in the Birmingham 
market and fourth quarter iron is firm at $21 to $21.50.

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their weekly 
report: 

“Another week without any particular features of in- 
terest has passed in the iron trade. The number of inquiries 
current does not decrease, and the evidence of a desire on the 
part of many buyers to cover for additional wants during 
1907 is the most prominent feature. The buying done has 
been largely for immediate needs and the tonnage in small 
lots. This has been scattered over a wide territory, and this 
same tendency seems to prevail not only locally but through- 
out the country. There seems to be but little interest in 
forward delivery, although some business has been done for 
first quarter of 1908, especially in charcoal iron. 

“The market remains comparatively steady. This, in 
face of the apathy manifested.by buyers, is sure evidence of 
strength. Furnaces show no anxiety to make rash cuts in 
order to bring about business, but name the lowest figure 
consistent with their position in the market and the state of 
their order books, and take or leave the business, as it hap- 
pens, 

“Consumption during August it is expected will recover 
and take on the active features. which it had pursued up to 
the July slow-down. The placing of contracts for finished 
steel products during July showed something of a falling off 
when all the different lines were considered as a whole, but 
taking up the more important single lines the business done 
was enormous, probably the largest July business but one 
in the trade. The structural steel business seems to be on 
the high road to almost unlimited proportions and each 
month sees an increased tonnage, surprising even to those 
who are intimately associated with this branch of the busi- 
ness, 

“The ore-handlers’ strike in the Lake Superior district

gave a slight added firmness and increased evidence, among 
southern producers particularly, toward higher prices, but 
the action of the large interests has broken up this dis- 
turbance and apparently insures furnaces a full supply for 
the coming season. Shipments are now greater than those 
during the same period last year and the decrease in ship- 
ments up to the present time which was brought about by 
the strike, will undoubtedly be fully made up. 

“The detailed statistics of the production of pig iron 
during the first half of 1907 showed almost 13,500,000 tons, 
practically at the rate of twenty-seven million tons a year. 
Some have even believed this will be twenty-eight million 
tons during the current twelve months. 

“Coke is without change, prices are firm and shipments 
are moving freely. Most of the contracts for furnace coke 
which have been pending have now been closed and tonnage 
arrangements for the year have been made.” 





Matthew Addy & Company, Cincinnati, will say in their 
weekly report: 

“There has been very little, if any, change in the pig iron 
situation during the past week. The market continues quiet 
with comparatively few inquiries, but with it all there is 
undoubtedly a tone of remarkable strength. While pur- 
chasing agents do not seem to be worrying about buying 
pig iron, the fact remains that a very great many of them 
have still to cover their requirements for the fourth quarter 
of the year, while a considerable tonnage is even needed 
for the third. Taking. this into consideration, together with 
the fact that most of the big southern furnaces are well sold 
up and are running behindhand on shipments, it is im- 
possible for us to see anything but a strong market ahead. 

“In the South the recent hot weather and the intense 
humidity have had their effect on the furnaces and the 
amount of high grade iron turned out has been deplorably 
small. In consequence we find turning up every now and 
then odd lots of low grade iron which bring prices that vary 
according to how greatly the buyer needs the iron and how 
badly the furnace wants to move it. 

“From all directions we hear cries for shipment of soft 
and high silicon irons on contracts, but with the furnaces 
in the condition that they are at the present time it is simply 
impossible to meet the demand. 

“Owing to the scarcity of labor in the South furnace 
repairs and mine developments have not been progressing as 
rapidly as had been hoped for. 

“Northern furnaces are doing nicely and shipments are 
in fairly good shape. There is very little Ohio foundry iron 
free to offer for the balance of this year. 

“The recent heavy sales of Bessemer in the Pittsburg 
market have practically put that grade out of the market for 
some time to come. 

“In reviewing the situation it seems to us that with de- 


mands for shipments continuing to pour in and furnaces 


sold up as far ahead as they are the outlook is certainly very 
encouraging, 

“The coke market is more active and prices are very 
firm.”

new lantern. 

After unhitching his faithful beast he takes his new nickel plated Cold Blast Prisco lantern from the box fills 
it with oil and sits admiring its brilliancy. The old lantern he has kicked away in disgust and it lies partly under 


the wagon wheel in a disabled condition. 

We had cards displayed reading as follows: 
and Five Dollars in gold to the person guessing nearest to the length of time it will burn with the oil it contains. 
Contest Closes, Saturday Noon, April 27. Lantern Lighted 3 P. M., Saturday, April 27.” 

Our idea was to have the contest close before the lantern was lighted. 

We wish to say that we have never had a window that attiacted the attention which this one did; at times 
it was necessary for the police to clear the walk so that people could pass. 

We had several thousand guesses entered in the contest and you would often hear such comments as these 
when standing outside, ‘‘I am going home and light my lantern to see how long it will burn;”’ or, “‘I am going to 
buy a lantern and find out." We never sold as many lanterns in one week as we sold at that time. Certainly a 
lantern never was brought more prominently before the public in a town of this size.
